The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the 
prior art does teach wherein the lots of wafers manufactured in a first stages is not filled 
to a first full load and has a first vacancy, then a second lot of wafers having the same 
amount as the first vacancy then a second lot of wafers having the same amount as the 
first vacancy of the first a stage is dispatched to a second stage, it does not teach 
calculating a plurality of capacities and a plurality of third deficiencies of these 
equipments; and performing a second push step, dispatching the lots of wafers into the 
workstations, which is not filled the second full load.
